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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend that Lee does not teach a 
cover assembly and the element 80 is not coupled to the cover assembly. Applicants further argue that the cam assembly does not apply a 
force to the tension spring assembly as claimed. As stated previously, Figure 4 shows a cover assembly (unlabeled) including the handle 
(e.g., 36) that is adjustably coupled with the cam assembly via the element 33 as claimed. Furthermore, the element 80 is operationally 
coupled with the cover assembly through various elements (e.g., Figure 3). Moreover, Lee teaches the cam assembly that is coupled to the 
sliding tension bracket (e.g., 20) which includes a stop plate (e.g., 25) which is operationally coupled to the plunger (e.g., 40) which is 
operationally coupled to the tension spring (e.g., 70). The cam (e.g., 30) is pivoted with the plunger (e.g., 40) and the tension spring (e.g., 
70) urges the underside of the plunger (e.g., 40). Therefore, Lee does teach the cam assembly applying a force to the tension spring 
assembly as claimed. 
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
